COLUMBUS, April 17 — (* -T h e 
main causes of farm accidents are 
bulky clothing, unruly livestock, in 
adequate building r e p a i r s and 
strange farm machinery. 
Dr. H 
H. Young of Rochester, 
Minn , said he based 
that 
state­ 
ment on a study of 575 farm acci­ 
dent cases over a nine year period 
He spoke at a sectional meeting of 
the 22nd annual All-Ohio Safety 
Congress in Columbus Wednesday 
night. 
Of the 575 cases, Young said. 186 
were injuries caused by 
machin­ 
ery Many of these occurred in the 
first 48 hours after farm ers began 
using such seasonal machinery as 
plows, discs or cornpickers, 
he 
said. 
Young said 193 of the accident 
cases resulted from falls. Unruly 
livestock, principally horses, 
sent 
104 to the clinic. Bulls no longer 
play a leading role in accident sta ­ 
tistics, he 
said, 
mainly 
because 
•-everyone has been educated to be 
careful” with them, 
He said 38,700 farmers were kill 
rd at work in the United States 
during the nine year period of his 
study, and 133.200 were injured fa 
tally. He proposed a “ negative ed 
ucational program ” stressing what 
will happen if the farm er ignores 
basic safety rules.

'Stay-Down' 
Move Worries 
Air Force Aide 
W ASHINGTON. April 17 — (.*- 
The Air Force is worried about the 
possibility of a serious shortage of 
pilots to man the nation’s military 
planes. 
Its anxieties are heightened by a 
wave of stay down strikes of Air 
F’orce fliers who have refused to 
take up their planes. 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg. Air 
F’orce chief of staff, 
lists three 
causes for the situation: 
I A rising death rate in military 
flights. 
2. Insufficient “ hazard ’ pay for 
airmen 
3. Reserve officers recalled to 
duty claim they are being asked to 
do more than their share. 
Stay down strikes have been re ­ 
ported at Biggs and Randoph Air 
Bases in Texas and at Mather F’ield 
in California. One flier has been 
convicted of dereliction of duty by 
a court martial and sentenced to 
prison.

Mass., refused 
the assignment Dec. IT to fly to 
England and back at the controls 
of a C-124. Air F’orce cargo plane. 
Besides the two year-sentence, 
the court martial dismissed Good­ 
win from the Air F’orce and order­ 
ed his entire pay forfeited for the 
two years he will be in jail.

THE MISSOURI, aided and abet­ 
ted by the Mississippi, the

The Red Cross estim ates that hi 
the flooded areas of the four m a­ 
raud.ng 
im s ther-i are 100,000 
persons dispossessed. 
So it was watch and walt and 
patrol night and day.

The leadership principle developed by 


Mussolini and Hitler was based upon the 


Nietzschean idea of the superman. Their 


concept was that some men are endowed 


with qualities that are beyond the human. 


They are in fact men-gods. 


Under the leadership principle, the evi­ 
dence of such superiority is that it exists. 
I It was never necessary for Hitler to explain 
why he was the leader; it was sufficient 
that ne was the leader. He asserted it. 


In the United States, this leadership 
principle has never been accepted. Am eri­ 
cans have never, even as regards George 
Washington, been willing that one man is 
so far above his contemporaries that he 
stands alone and aloof. History might do it 
for a m an’s reputation, as it has for Wash- 
j ington, Jefferson and Lincoln, but the man 
himself could not assert that it was so 
while he lived. 


It is important to take this into consider­ 
ation in relationship to the plan of General 
Eisenhower to be silent on current prob­ 
lem s until after he shall have been nomi­ 
nated. The assumption that it is possible to 
I cam paign by silence can only be an asser­ 
tion of the leadership principle, nam ely, 
that General Eisenhower is a superman, 
over and above all other men and that he 
need m ake no explanations with regard to 
his desire to be President. 


If General Eisenhower’s m anagers sold 
him that idea, they have done him a grave 
injustice because no man, in the United 
States, can be placed on such a pedestal. 
General Eisenhower if he wants the Presi­ 
dency, will have to explain what he be­ 
lieves, what he proposes to do, what he 
favors, what he opposes. Otherwise, men 
will say that he fears to speak out. 


The suggestion has been made that when 
General Eisenhower comes to this country 
on June I, he will go to Abilene, Kansas, 
inhere he will sit, waiting for delegations. 
Those who m anage his campaign forget 
that a hundred or more newspapermen, 
photographers, radio newscasters, 
etc., 
will also be cam ping on his front yard, 
and that these m en—and there will be a 
few women among them —will be asking 
questions daily and will be telegraphing 
and telephoning stories to their wire ser­ 
vices and their newspapers and they will 
be speaking over the radio. 


Abilene will becom e a busy spot for 
news, if Eisenhower settles there for a 
month. No politician will reach that town 
without the reporters knowing W'hat he is 
there for. 


And these reporters will ask the General 
lots of interesting questions. For instance. 
a Southern reporter might want to know 
what General Eisenhower thinks of a na­ 
tional, compulsory 
FEPC. The 
General 
might answer that that should be left to the 
states, but such an answer would get him 
Into hot water with large segm ents of the 
Northern population. 


A C LO . reporter might ask him what he 
proposes th do with the Taft-Hartley Law\ 
or national legislation for increased safety 
in mines, or whether cost-of-living escala­ 
tor clauses should be compulsory.

Many of my readers may know 
th a t this vitam in has become 
recognized for its almost m irac­ 
ulous results In certain types of 
anem ia. W hile tre a tin g som e 
anemic patients who also had 
o ste o a rth ritis, doctors noticed 
th a t the vitam in gave m arked 
relief from the p ain fu l bone 
symptoms. 
O ste o a rth ritis is a type of 
breakdown of the bone structure 
th at results in scarring and pain­ 
ful Joints. It usually occurs Iii 
people past 50 years of age. 
Only Relief Measure 
Up to now, doctors have failed 
to find a successful treatm ent for 
this disease. Tile only hope they 
could offer a sufferer has been to 
relieve his p ain and d istress 
somewhat, w ithout really attack - 
mg the underlying disorder. 
The new drugs, ACTU and cor­ 
tisone, which seem to offer hope 
in some types of arthritis, are of 
no help in osteoarthritis. Im ­ 
provement shown after the ad ­ 
m in istra tio n of v itam in B-12, 
however, prompted further stud­ 
ies of its efficiency. 


One group of 39 patient* with 
severe osteoarthritis received the 
drug. The usual method was to 
inject a large dose into a muscle 
once a week. 
Definite Improvement Shown 
By the end of three weeks, all 
but two patients showed definite 
improvement. Twelve obtained 
complete relief from all their 
symptoms, while the remainder 
showed complete relief in some 
Joints and partial relief in others 
It has also been found th at 
osteoporosis is helped by vitamin 
B-12. This is a loss of calcium 
from the bones In older people. 
The exact way this drug works 
tai the body ta unknown. 
Doctors feel th at treatm ent 
with vitamin B-12, though still in 
the experimental stages, may 
offer a new hope for those suffer­ 
ing from severe osteoarthritis. 
QUESTIONS AVD ANSWERS 
M F.: At one time I was told 
th a t epinephrine was used ta 
treating shock. Is ta still betag 
used? 
Answer Most authorities agree 
th at the use of such drugs is dan­ 
gerous in the treatm ent of shock. 
Shock is beet treated by the ad­ 
m in istra tio n of fluids, p a rtic ­ 
ularly blood.

Preparing Of 
Meats Given 


Reba S t a gg s said, 
although 
homemakers try to reduce juice 
losses from meat by searing, tests 
prove 
that 
searing 
actually 
in 
creases juice loss. 
Miss Staggs, director of home 
economics of the National Live­ 
stock and Meat Board, added that 
a slow to moderate cooking tem 
peraturc is recommended for most 
meats now. 
Frozen meat, she said should be 
stored at zero degrees Fahrenheit 
or below. Fresh meat should be 
stored in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator, loosely w r a p p e d , 
since a little surface drying will 
lessen further loss of juices. Cook­ 
ed meat should be tightly wrapped, 
preferably in aluminum foil, and 
stored in the refrigerator. 
A rib roast, Miss Staggs said, j 
doesn't need to be put on a rack 
becam e of its curved rib structure 1 
It should be placed directly in the 
roasting pan with the fat side up. 
A rack is used with most other 
meats since it helps to keep the 
meat out of the drippings and al­ 
lows more even cooking because 
the heated air can circulate freely. 
Such a rack 
may be made by 
punching holes in a coffee can lid. 
Pork chops, often broiled, should 
be first browned on both sides, 
then cooked slowly for 45 minutes 
to insure complete heat penetra­ 
tion.

But All Little Reds Kick In 


Editor’s Note: The black mar­ 
ket anil a subsidized press—these 
ar* among the weapons of Com­ 
munism. Here is an important 
and revealing s*nrv of the Cold 
War, giving a new insight into 
the way Moscow operates. The 
information was gathered by Wil­ 
liam L. Ryan, Associated Press 
foreign news analyst, in a two- 
month tour of Europe.

BUT THE operations of a Com­ 
munist Party are highly expensive, 
particularly in the key 
areas of 
Europe. No m atter how extensive 
the resources of the party domes­ 
tically, Moscow must kick in. 
There is a striking example of 
this. In an address to the French 
National Assembly in November, 
1948, Jules Moch, then interior min­ 
ister, gave this explanation: 
“ The French Communist 
Party 
and its various branches have the 
great 
advantage 
of having 
ac­ 
counts at one single institution, the 
Banque Commercial Pour l'Europe 
du Nord. 
“ A peculiarity of this bank, 
which is a French limited com­ 
pany, is that its capital is divid­ 
ed into 100,000 shares, 97,000 of 
which belong to two Soviet gov­ 
ernmental hanks, the National 
Bank 
and 
the 
Foreign 
Trade 
Bank. 
“ The remaining 3,000 shares are 
distributed among various French 
and foreign Communist leaders. 
Phi.* French facade therefore, is 
hiding a purely Soviet reality." 
The bank is still o p e r a t i n g . 
French 
government sources 
say 
the total accounts of Communist 
organizations arc overdrawn by 15 
million francs 
($42,000). 
In 
one 
month, August, 1948. the total over­ 
drawn was 8 millions, without so 
much as a wince from the bank. 
In the waiting game Stalin plays 
in Europe, 
money 
is important. 
Moscow is not profligate with its 
disbursements, but when there is 
an immediate or long-range object­ 
ive to be gained, money is no ob­ 
ject.
